A Statement of Facts That Ought to
Have Some Weight With the
Trastees for a Rebearing.

|OORRERFOXDENCE OF THE AFFRAL.|
Desoro Covxry, M, July 3.—It
was with sstonishmeot and mortifics-
tion that I read in last Bunday's Ap.
rEAL of the dismissal of five membera
of the facu'ty of the University of
Mississippl. For 1 wes astadent in
the university from 1878 to 1582, and
have been familiar with the history of
the institntion from that timo (o
within a few months of the present,
sud 1 koow of lolhinﬁ»’o exoose the
recent ac'ion of the Board ol Trus
tees, much lews to demand such sc
tion. Iam not ready to question the
motives of the board, but they have
boen over zealous to an extent that is
inexcusable [if mot ruinous, There
have ot times been rumors of fniub-
ordination among the studenis and of
a lack of ¢ffective discipline on the
t ol the facnlty, These have been
the mainuntiue, Bot to the extent
to which they were true the facully
ara not responsible. In 1881 the Board
of Trustees, iu their mistaken zoal,
pent & committee to Oxford which
summoned the senlor clags belore it,
and invited the boys to make such ac-
cueations and eriticlama on the facully
85 (hiey saw proper, At that very time
all Departmenis of the institution
were moving in perfect harmony and
order, The faculty were o supporioed
by the sludent body that ro immeodi-
ato evile resuited from this unwise
and unjost action of the board, But
the boys began more and more to re-
gard themaelves the masiers of the
facolty. Every grievance, real or fin-
aginary, was to be redrossed lz the
trustoss, "1l lay the matier belore
the board in Jane,"” coma {o be a lav-
orite bosst or threst. The voles of
slander it geoms had fonnd & willin
ear. The offic'ons and ignorant med-
dler outs'de the university bozan to
carp, to criticiee and misrepresent,
The more fearless and copacientious &
srofessor was in the d acharge of his
uty, the more ox wiay he to
thew insidions sttacks, Perhapa thia
goee far (o explain the seemingly un-
explainable fact that the five best pro-
feanors in the facu'ty were dismissed.
Gartlemen of the Board of Trastees,
these mon have not merited thietreat-
ment st your hands. The wellare of
the univers ty has not demanded il
1 nerionally know they have been
viglant in diselpline and successfol
int aching. Toeir effort+ and their
mel hods mit the requirements of for-
mer dyuu. They have done all that
eould be done under the disciplinary
i.-o-n vealed in them. If the youoth-
uloess or the spirit of insubordios-
tion of a portion of the preecnt sto-
dmltl‘:"du’nl dlmdu at:‘irhnrd cliiiaulpllu.
put the univ under tary r
ulations. li‘.'ulwt’r sirike down lh&
men beosuse they may have failed to
reform the boy who has come to them
sn embryo gambler and drunkard.

BuAnxox, Miss,, July 2—Ia our lit-
tle town there is pow 8 complete sar-
veying party. It belongs to the Kan-
sas City roand. The party bas organ-
ized or practical wo:k, both esst acd
w. st from this po'nt. This gives new
interest to the general que-tion of
constructing & road or roads from
Memphis to the coal fia'ds snd i1on
beds ia Alabama, From wha! is acto-
ally going on, ove won'd be justified
in concluding that there ara to be two
yosds—the Memphis and Birmingham
and the Kansas C.ty. (Tuese de-igna-
tions well answer a'l praciical paor-

poses. )

The eharter granied by the Missie-
#ippi Legislatuie to the Kapess City
road ¢ ntains a promiee that is of very
great intercat 2 the people in this
part of .H'l:sil:ilppi. The promise de-
seribas an nir line, aud prohibits the
Knosss City Company from buiiding
or opmatinug s road pearer than
twelve milos to it. The said air line I8
from Holiy Eprings ty New Albany,
from thera to Tugpelo and theonce to
Fulton, The Mémpbis and Birming-
ham Company are not required to
baild their road on that ale Jine, No
provision s made 1o have the
air line establ'shed. Indeed, the
charter of the Memphs and Bir-
wingham road does not reguire the
10°d to ran by New Albany, Tapelo or
Fulton, A sapp'emeat to the charter
wai enseted provi ing that npon cer-
tain con iionsaod with the consent
of the com_any the road should run
by theas towns, By the way, there is
s emions phraseology in one of the
gectiong of this supp emental sct, It
states distinot!y and nugualificdly that
no road sball be bu li within twelve
milig of the designated air line, The
Ianguage employed ia that seclicn
wonid probibit the Memph's acd Bir-
mingham road, a3 muct as it wonld
the Kanas 0.1.6. Bat let that pasa.
In the Kansss Uity charter theie is a
prov slon that it must keep twelve
miles away from tho sforessid air line,

At New Albany this line, ronning
to Tupelo, wonld var alieht'y from
the liue »s it extends from Holly
Spriogs to New Alhunr.
